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Law takes environmental stand 

Faculty council endorses resolution 


UVic’s Law Faculty Council has made a 
statement on “faculty environmental com¬ 
mitment” in the form of a resolution passed 
at its Sept. 15 meeting. The resolution, which 
may serve as an example for others on cam¬ 
pus, is printed here in its entirety: 

Whereas the members of the Faculty of 
Law, in common with British Columbians 
from all walks of life, are concerned about 
protecting the environment and promoting 
sustainable development; 

And whereas it is important that, in an era 
of increased environmental awareness, the 
University of Victoria and, in particular, the 
Faculty of Law, ought to do as much as they 
can to conform to acceptable environmental 
practices; be it resolved that: 

1. The Faculty will no longer use dis¬ 
posable cups or eating ware in its daily opera¬ 
tions. On special occasions, the Faculty will 
no longer use plastic, styrofoam or otherwise 
non-biodegradable cups or eating ware, and 
will use its best efforts not to use disposable 
cups or eating ware; 

2. The Dean will arrange for a Faculty 
notice board to be placed in the Faculty work 
room or some other suitable location and 
upon this notice board all standard adminis¬ 


trative notices will be posted. With respect to 
all other memoranda, Faculty will use their 
best efforts not to use paper unnecessarily; 

3. The Faculty will, when present stocks 
are depleted, purchase only “off white” paper 
and envelopes for stationery, and if re-cycled 
paper becomes available, purchase that in¬ 
stead; 

4. The Faculty requests that the Vice 
President, Administration determine whether 
the Faculty is part of the University’s re¬ 
cycling program, and, if not, take steps to 
include us; 

5. The Faculty urges the university to 
take whatever steps are necessary to ensure 
that all faculties, schools and departments re¬ 
cycle their paper and other institutional waste; 
use re-cycled paper and non-disposable or at 
least biodegradable cups and eating ware; 
and discontinue the use of vending-machines 
that dispense non-biodegradable or other¬ 
wise environmentally unfriendly receptacles; 

6. The Faculty favours the formation of 
a joint Student/Faculty committee to monitor 
and make recommendations on environ¬ 
mental practices in the Faculty of Law, in¬ 
cluding the use of Faculty photocopying 
machines. 


Awards Recognition Ceremony 


to be held Oct. 25 

Outstanding students and the donors who 
have established the scholarships and bursar¬ 
ies they have received at UVic will be hon¬ 
ored in the University Centre Auditorium on 
the evening of Oct. 25.

All of the award-winning students have 
been invited to the ceremony, along with the 
private, corporate and other donors who have 
assisted with their educations. 

The students being honored this year will 
receive funding of a total value of approxi¬ 
mately $3 million. The funding comes from 
donors and the University and is for both 
undergraduate and graduate students. Alto¬ 
gether more than 992 scholarships, awards 
and bursaries will be awarded to the students. 


UVic holds Science Olympics, celebrates 
Science and Technology Week 


Science and Technology Week got off to an 
early start on campus last week. On Friday, 
Oct. 20, forty-eight top science students from 
17 Island secondary schools participated in 
challenging, entertaining competitions in 
engineering, physics and astronomy, biol¬ 
ogy, biochemistry and chemistry at the 1989 
Science Olympics at UVic. 

The students, 50 alternates, and their teach¬ 
ers also toured UVic computing facilities and 
labs where they were treated to demonstra¬ 
tions of computer-aided design and manu¬ 
facture, nuclear magnetic resonance, mass 
spectroscopy, electron microscopy, the study 
of blast waves, and computer synthesized 
speech.The teachers also attended workshops 
on the use of laser disk technology in teach¬ 
ing earth science, astronomy and biology. 

The B.C. Ministry of Advanced Educa¬ 
tion and Job Training provided lunch as part 
of the kick-off for Science and Technology 
Week, which runs through Oct. 28. Enlight¬ 
ening entertainment was provided by Dr. 
Denton Hewgill (Mathematics), who dem¬ 


onstrated the magic of soap bubbles, and by 
the Dr. Zonk (Dr. Reg Mitchell/Chemistry) 
with his Chemistry Magic Show. 

As well as being lots of fun for the com¬ 
petitors, the UVic Science Olympics qualify¬ 
ing round has also led to considerable suc¬ 
cess for those who have gone on to national 
competitions. Last year, four students went 
on from the UVic competition to win the Na¬ 
tional Science Olympics in Ottawa. The 
winners of Friday’s competition were not 
available as The Ring went to press. 

The university’s celebrations of Science 
and Technology Week will continue with an 
exhibition in University Centre foyer from 
Oct. 26 to ct. 28 featuring displays from 
university departments and off-campus 
companies and laboratories. Exhibits will 
range from plate tectonics displays to moni¬ 
toring and control systems for industrial 
wastes, and from models of the proposed 
TRIUMF KAON factory to applications of 
Geographic Information Systems.

Historic Agreement 


signed with 

In sometimes surprisingly emotional meet¬ 
ings in Kamloops and Kelowna, agreements 
between UVic and two interior colleges were 
signed on Oct 16 by the Presidents and 
Chairmen of the Boards of the institutions. 
The agreements enable the two colleges to 
teach UVic courses to students who will 
receive UVic degrees. UVic’s Board of 
Governors held their first ever Board meet¬ 
ings outside of the Victoria area during which 
they ratified the agreements prior to signing. 
In bringing the memorandum of agreement 
to the Board, Dr. Howard Petch, President of 
UVic, said that it had been recommended by 
Senate unanimously. Petch continued, “It’s 
with a great deal of pleasure, on behalf of 
Senate, that I recommend that Board give 
approval to this agreement.” Ian Stewart, 
Chairman ofUVic’s Board, said, ‘The UVic 
Senate and officers of the three colleges are 
to be congratulated on drafting this agree¬ 
ment” The Honourable Stan Hagen, Minis¬ 
ter of Advanced Education and Job Training 
was present at both locations. 

For UVic, this occasion brings the institu¬ 
tion full circle. The university started its life 
in 1903 as Victoria College, giving first year 
McGill University courses in English, Latin, 
histoty, Greek, French, mathematics and 
physics to seven students. Later, in 1920, 
Victoria College becameaffiliated withUBC, 
starting with 83 students taking courses in 
Victoria. In 1963, UVic came into existence 
as a degree-granting institution in its own 
right, and now, in 1989, UVic begins the sup¬ 
portive process for Cariboo and Okanagan 
Colleges which have their own aspirations to 
university status. 

It was evident to observers that this agree¬ 
ment meant a great deal to students, faculty, 
and the community in the two interior areas. 
Work has been ongoing for up to 10 years to 
convince the government of the need for 
more access to higher education in these 
locations. 

In Kamloops, the agreement was signed 
by Petch, Stewart, Jim Wright, President of 
Cariboo College, and Stella Black, Chair¬ 
man of the College Board. Wright, said, 
“This is an exciting and satisfying day for 
me. Dr. Petch was very responsive, had a 
personal commitment, and provided leader¬ 
ship to the other universities in B.C.” Hagen 
characterised the event as “one of the most 
important events in advanced education in 
the province.” He said that over 100 students 
had enrolled in third year courses, enrolment 
in first and second year courses had increased 
by 12 per cent overall (17 per cent in 
Kelowna), and that more women than men 
were taking advantage of these new univer¬ 
sity courses. Hagen added, “It may well be 
that we have made university courses avail¬ 
able to a group of people that might other¬ 
wise not have been able to attend university.” 

Bud Smith, MLA for the Kamloops area, 
said, “I am an alumnus of UVic, and now my

own children can be graduates of UVic 
through Cariboo College. Now, our families 
and children will have the opportunities that 
everyone should have. Just as the railroad 
changed the region, so, too, this university 
access program will change the community 
and the possibilities for all involved.” 

Stewart, Chairman of UVic’s Board of 
Governors, said, “UVic has always consid¬ 
ered itself a provincial university. I remem¬ 
ber when the president started to bring to the 
board, on a regular basis, his graphs compar¬ 
ing the participation rates in university edu¬ 
cation across Canada. B.C. was always at or 
near the bottom. Dr. Petch never let up. We 
have to give full credit to the President for 
continuing to push for more access.” 

Petch responded, “It is a great pleasure to 
be with you and to taste with you a sense of 
satisfaction at this great event. I probably am 
the most satisfied of all. I knew how impor¬ 
tant access for non-metropolitan area stu¬ 
dents was, because I grew up in the country. 
I thought that I wouldn’t see a university 
being developed outside the lower mainland 
during my presidency, and, in fact, nothing 
was done for some time until Mr. Hagen was 
able to muster the political will to proceed. I 
can’t exaggerate the thanks I want to convey 
to Mr. Hagen for grasping the situation and 
having the energy and vision to do something 
about it" 

In Kelowna, the agreement was signed by 
Petch, Stewart, Dr. Bill Bowering, President 
of Okanagan College, and Mrs. Myra Tol¬ 
lestrup, Chairman of the College Board. 
Bowring, too, gave public credit to UVic. 
“The message has always been the same,” he 
said. “UVic has always said, ‘whatever we 
can do for you, we’ll do.’”

President and Vice Chancellor—Dr. 
Howard E. Petch. The President is the chief 
executive officer of the university. Chair of 
the Senate, and a member of the Board of 
Governors. The Vice Chancellor chairs the 
Convocation in the absence of the Chancel¬ 
lor. Petch has served as President for fourteen 
years—making him the longest-serving uni¬ 
versity president in Canada. He came to 
UVic from the University of Waterloo, where 
he was Vice-President Academic and profes¬ 
sor of physics. During his tenure, student 
enrolment at UVic has more than doubled. 
He served on the Victoria Commonwealth 
Games Bid Committee. 



Vice-President, Finance—Mr. Robert W. 
McQueen. The V-P, Finance, is the chief 
financial executive of the university, pre¬ 
pares the budget, and is a member or chair of 
all university bargaining teams. Reporting to 
the V-P, Finance, are Accounting Services 
and Internal Audit. In 1980, McQueen’s title 
was changed from bursar to vice-president, 
finance. 



Vice-President, Development and Exter¬ 
nal Affairs—Mr. Halliday Spelliscy. The 
V-P, Development and External Affiars is 
responsible for fundraising, public relations, 
ceremonies, alumni relations, and relations 
with the community and public sector. Re¬ 
porting to the V-P, Development an d Exter¬ 
nal Affairs, are the Development Office and 
Public Relations and Information Services. 
Spelliscy will start at UVic on November 1. 
He comes from the University of Alberta 
where he served as executive director of 
development. Prior to that, he had a long 
career with the Hudson’s Bay Company, 
leaving as general manager for Alberta in 
1986. 
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Vice-President, Academic—Dr. Samuel E. 
Scully. The V-P, Academic, is, subject to the 
direction of the President and the Board of 
Governors, responsible for the general aca¬ 
demic direction and fiscal management of 
the academic programs and research initia¬ 
tives of the university. Scully received his 
postsecondary education in classics from the 
universities of Bristol and Toronto. He joined 
the Department of Classics in 1969. He served 
as dean of humanities from 1983-87 and as 
dean of arts and sciences from 1984-85. He 
became V-P, Academic, in 1988. 



Vice-President, Administration—Mr. J. 
Trevor Matthews. The V-P, Administration, 
is responsible for most non-academic ad¬ 
ministration. Reporting to the V-P, Admini¬ 
stration, are Buildings and Grounds, Campus 
Planning, Computing Services, theMaltwood 
Art Museum and Gallery, Student and Ancil¬ 
lary Services, Supply and Technical Serv¬ 
ices, and University Centre Auditorium. 
Matthews was dean of administration from 
1972-78 and has served in his present posi¬ 
tion since 1978. In addition to these official 
duties, Matthews also serves as Lord of the 
Manor and Potentate of the “P”. 



Mrs. Miriam Lancaster is an appointed 
member. She is a music teacher who lives in 
Courtenay. She is a graduate of UBC(B.A. 
in 1963) and UVic (M.A. in English, 1976). 
She is active in various music related asso¬ 
ciations. Lancaster is optimistic about the 
future. She believes the time is ripe to take 
higher education to more people, and UVic is 
in a good position to do so. “UVic is becom¬ 
ing quite well known in the rest of Canada in 
terms of the calibre of research and teaching 
here. UVic, through its Extension programs, 
is providing areal service to the whole prov¬ 
ince.” Chairman of the Operations Commit¬ 
tee. 



Mr. Ian H. Stewart is an appointed member 
and Chairman of the Board. He was bom in 
China and holds a B.A. and LL.B. degree 
from UBC. He has practised law in Victoria 
since 1961 and has served a policy advisor to 
the government. He served as Alderman in 
Victoria and has served on the Board of 
Governors for eight years (Chairman for five 
years). He served three years on the Univer¬ 
sities Council of B.C. He accepted the ap¬ 
pointments because he believes,’’that educa¬ 
tion in broad terms is essential. We’ve got to 
get as many intelligent and articulate people 
into the system as possible. University train¬ 
ing is absolutely necessary if we expect our 
part of the world to emerge.” Some of his 
dreams are coming true: more collaboration 
with the colleges, better funding for the uni¬ 
versities, an interdisciplinary approach to 
knowledge. He would like universities, “to 
take their proper place in helping to plan the 
future of B.C. society, relevant to the needs of 
the people of B.C”. He is now owner of 
Honda City. 



Dr. William C. Gibson is Chancellor of the 
University. He was educated in Victoria at 
Vic High and Victoria College. He received 
his B.A. from UBC, his D.Phil. from Oxford, 
and his M.D. in 1941 and a Diploma in 
Neurology in 1947, both from McGill. He 
has held various posts at UBC, including 
Head of the Department of History of Medi¬ 
cine and Science and Assistant to the Presi¬ 
dent on University Development. He has 
taughtat other universities including McGill, 
Sydney, Australia, University of California 
at San Francisco, and Yale. Gibson was 
Chairman of the Universities Council of B .C. 
for five years (1979-84). He has served in 
many capacities in organizations devoted to 
mental health, conservation, UBC and UVic 
alumni, and neurology. Gibson says, “Hav¬ 
ing lived in Victoria for 75 years and owing 
my early education to Victoria College in the 
first place, I am delighted to be able to serve 
the University of Victoria in any way I can.”

“This is a very interesting time to be on the 
Board because of all the contruction. I’m 
very pleased to be working on the new cam¬ 
pus housing proposals,” says Jawl. Chair¬ 
man of the Compensation Committee and 
the Finance Committee. 



Mr. Robert Fleming is a student representa¬ 
tive, serving his second term. He is in third 
year Law; his B.A. was from UBC in politi¬ 
cal science. He sees his role as an advocate 
for students, and he tries to make as public as 
possible the funding problems at universi¬ 
ties. He says, “It’s very nice to see the recent 
influx of money into the post-secondary 
system, but it’s too little, too late. We are still 
turning people away and still have one of the 
lowest participation rates in Canada. I feel 
that there isaconflict between the interests of 
the government and the interests of the uni¬ 
versity. Because the majority of the Board is 
appointed by the government, the Board is 
responsive to the government’s interests and 
not the university’s. That is the frustrating 
part. Lack of openness at Board meetings 
has also been a problem. At least now the 
Board is aware that openness is an issue, 
where they weren’t before, and things have 
improved slightly.”

Ms. Annalyn Andal is a student representa¬ 
tive, elected for one year. She is in her last 
year in the School of Child and Youth Care. 
Bom in the Philippines, her earlier education 
was in Vancouver. She has served one year 
as a student representative on the University 
Senate and sees a big difference in her expe¬ 
rience with the Board of Governors. She 
said, “the Senate is a large body, and there 
was not much interaction with individual 
student members. I find the Board much 
more informal.” Andal says that the student 
representatives on campus (Board, Senate, 
Department) have formed a caucus to keep 
better informed about the issues. She’s most 
concerned about the misconceptions and mis- 
communication between students and uni¬ 
versity administration. “Students are not 
commonly aware of the channels open to 
them to sortout problems,” says Andal. She’s 
only sorry that her term will be up soon, 
feeling that a year is not much time to see 
exciting projects come to fruition. 



Mr. Vincent P. Reilly is an appointed 
member, on the Board for over four years. 
He graduated from Glasgow University in 
1963 and has practised law in Victoria for 20 
years. He has been active in sports, Rotary 
and the St. Vincent de Paul Society. Reilly 
says, “It’s a good feeling to be involved at 
UVic when my own Alma Mater is so far 
away. I’m looking forward to the Univer¬ 
sity’s growth and expansion. The Common¬ 
wealth Games will have quite a cushioning 
effect on the economy of Victoria, and this, 
inevitably, will be reflected on the Univer¬ 
sity. UVic will get terrific exposure, and that 
can do nothing but benefit the University. 1 
do think that in the next five years, all Uni¬ 
versities will have to look to the community. 
Undoubtedly, the Board, as much as oversee¬ 
ing the operations of the institution, will have 
to be the springboard to the community.”

Wine Festival. Irvine says, "I enjoy trying to 
bring an interior B .C. perspective to the Board 
since UVic has a strong history of attracting 
students from the rural areas of B.C." 



Dr. Alexander McAuley (elected by faculty 
members). He has been on the Board for five 
years and is Dean of Graduate Studies. He 
holds aPh.D. and D.Sc. in Chemistry (Glas¬ 
gow University). McAuley has held various 
offices in many acadmic associations. He is 
gratified to see that funding to universities 
and colleges is now being upgraded so that 
space, library acquisitions, and growth of 
programs can proceed to meet the demands 
of society. He believes that there is a signifi¬ 
cant awareness that in 20 years we’ve come 
from a small college to one of the best univer¬ 
sities in Canada. A sign of the maturing of the 
university, says McAuley, is our ability to 
attract top scholars and research money. 



Mr. John H. Erb is an appointed member 
(from the AlumniAssociation). He was bom 
and educated in Victoria and Chicago. He 
served from 1936-60 as General Superinten¬ 
dent for Kootenay and Interior Breweries 
after which he returned to Victoria to work as 
Provincial Civil Defence Co-ordinator from 
1964-73. He went on to other appointments 
in the Speaker’s Office and with the Uranium 
Commission. He has been active with the 
Navy League, Sea Cadets, Cancer Society, 
among many others. He feels that the 
University is on the right track, with many 
good things going on. He would like to see 
more positive publicity for the University. 



Mr. John Bruk is an appointed member. He 
was bom in Yugoslavia and came to Canada 
in 1951. He received his B. Com. (1957) and 
LL.B. (1958) from UBC. He practised law 
in Vancouver, specializing in commercial 
and corporate law particularly related to 
mining. In 1975 he was appointed the first 
Chairman of the Board of Cyprus Anvil 
Mining Co. after overseeing the amalgama¬ 
tion which created the company. That same 
year he was appointed President and CEO 
and served until 1982. He was commissioned 
by the Secretary of State for External Affairs 
to study the feasibility of establishing a 
Canada Foundation for Asia and the Pacific 
and was appointed, in 1983, to Chairman of 
the Founding Committee of the Asia Pacific 
Foundation of Canada. He holds director¬ 
ships and other positions with many compa¬ 
nies andcommunity organizations. Bruk says, 
"I've enjoyed working with the President. 
He's an outstanding administrator. The 
Chairman, also, gives a great deal of his time, 
as do many other board members." 



Dr. John Money was elected by faculty 
members. He is a professor of Histoiy and 
has served as History Department Chairman, 
on Senate, and as Dean of Arts and Science. 
He was the Founding President (and still 
serves as President) of the Greater Victoria 
Youth Orchestra. Money says, “Although 
the Board is notmuch involved in the day-to- 
day running of the University, it is neverthe¬ 
less in a good position to shape the range of 
choices for the institution. One of the most 
important acts of the Board in recent times 
was the choice of the new President This 
person will chart the course of the University 
for many years to come.” Money finds that 
being on the Board enlarges his perspective 
about the operations of die University and 
how the various functions are co-ordinated. 
He believes that fund-raising is becoming a 
more important activity and that business 
and industry are recognizing the benefits to 
them of having a well-educated society. 



Mr. David Brousson is an appointed mem¬ 
ber (from the Alumni Association), educated 
at Mt. Doug Sr. High, Victoria College, and 
the Victoria Normal School in Victoria, and 
a graduate of UBC in electrical engineering. 
He founded Century Sales and Controls, a 
wholesaler of air conditioning equipment 
and served as MLA for North Vancouver- 
Capilano (Liberal) from 1968-73. Brousson 
served as Dean of Continuing Education at 
BCIT and directed the pilot project which 
later became the Knowledge Network. He is 
interested in fundraising and would like to 
see a discovery park associated with UVic. 
He says, “We must be pro-active in telling 
UVic’s story.” Chairman of the Board’s 
Development and External Relations Com¬ 
mittee and the Audit Committee. 



Mr. Terry W. Wiley was elected by non- 
academic staff.

He has found the work on the Board 
very interesting and quite different from his 
preconceptions. He believes we are entering 
into a good phase of the university’s life 
because of increased funding and growth of 
programs. He believes that we are an excel¬ 
lent teaching university, and now we’re 
becoming very well known in specialized 
research areas, as well. Wiley says, “We 
have to seek new funding aggressively so 
that this high stature in teaching and pro¬ 
grams is continued. It is critical for us to 
develop new initiatives in fundraising in order 
to keep the solid base we’ve built.”

Research Fellow questions chiropractic for UVic 



Dear Editor, 

I would like to add my support to the concerns Dr. 
Mitchell expressed in his letter over the proposed 
addition of a Faculty of Complementary Health 
Professions with a school of chiropractic. I agree 
that the growing national and international repu¬ 
tation of the university must be zealously guarded, 
and that the addition of a school of chiropractic 
may endanger that hard earned reputation. 

I would like to make several additional obser¬ 
vations. The point has been raised that the 
faculty of the chiropractic college have Ph.D. 
degrees, presumably meant to assure us that 
these individuals are well qualified to become 
faculty members of the university. However, it 
seems to me that a Ph.D. degree is a minimum 
requirement to be considered for a university 
faculty position. Strong evidence of a vigorous, 
individually directed research program is also a 
very important requirement for consideration as 
a university faculty member. And in the case of 
individuals already employed at another aca¬ 
demic institution, particularly scientists, one would

want evidence of externally funded research of an 
international calibre in order to consider such 
individuals for a faculty position at the University of 
Victoria. Another “selling point” has been the fact 
that the chiropractic college would donate its li¬ 
brary hQldings to the university. The stated size of 
the collection is quite small in my opinion, and is 
unlikely to be large or diverse enough to support a 
university program. 

The subject of government funding for a new 
Faculty of Complementary Health Professions was 
raised in one of the letters which circulated. As a 
faculty member, I sincerely believe that decisions 
to add new programs to the university are taken on 
academic merits first, and then the subject of 
funding is discussed subsequently. It would be 
dangerous if decisions on new programs were to 
become "money-driven."
